The first contact, when the edge of 
the moon began to touch the edge of 
the sun, occurred at Th lTm 8e a. ax 
The seoona oontaot, when the eclipse 
•♦same total, was at 8h 10m Be. The 
third contact, marking the ceaaation of 
the total phase, was registered at 8b 
Aim 69s, and the final contact, at whlob 
the moon left the sun's (Mac, 
10a. All these periods are in local 
time. 

Forty minutes after tho first contact, 
•bout three minutes to 8 a m., the>llght 
Of the sun was observed changing to a 
sickly yellow hue, and there was a pcr- 
aeptible though faint chill of the air. 
Twenty minutes later the corona re- 
vealed » round 4nooa before the obju- 
ration had become total During the 
period of totality there worn la the east 
and west dark tints like rain clouds 
lowering on the h orison. The color* 
were yellow and faint orange In gener- 
al, the light resembling that of a faint 
daw*.

globe. 

Twelve of these brilliant colored spec- 
tral lines were seen through the tele- 
scope. This is the first time that these 
lines have been successfully photo- 
graphed Prof. Pickering also says 
that the entire spectroscopic and corona 
photographs taken on Sunday are very 
satisfactory aud promise to yield im- 
portant data 

Thirty-four seconds before the eclipse 
became total two rays of light were 
seen Issuing from the cusps, tho ter- 
minal paints corresponding to the 
horn of the new moon, and the cusps 
were observed in violent motion 

Before totality the corona showed a 
conical structure with s network of 
fine filaments, visible to the naked eye. 
They were four light streamers from 
the corona; the two upper were short- 
er than tha lower ones Seven promin- 
ences were observed Douglas esti- 
mates that they attained a height of 
30,000. miles. The Integrating speotro- 
soope showed red and yellow lines, two 
green lines and one blue in the corona 

The prominences were fine and well 
photographed The corona was un- 
usually brilliant, with much detail 

The expedition is satisfied with tha 
pbotonwjtrte results Photographs taken 
with a double image prism were as- 
sured.

The reports 
show that from 1881 to 1891 the total 
number of government employes in- 
eresaed from 18s,040 to 188,488, or 89 per

The report recommends that the 
classified service be extended as rapidly 
as practicable to cover clerks and 
writers in navy yards; to almost the 
entire body of officials In the District 
ol Columbia i to the internal revenue 
service; to custom houses with twenty 
five employes, and to free delivery post 
offices.
